I. Claims 1-9, drawn to "a method in a data processing system for managing 
interrupts using a set of interrupt servers associated with presentation controllers", 
classified in Class 710, subclass 48. 

U. Claims 10-25, drawn to "a data processing system comprising: an 
interconnect fabric; a set of processors; an interrupt source controller and a set of 
interrupt presentation controllers" (claims 10-12); "a data processing system for 
managing interrupts using a set of presentation controllers" (claim 1 3); "a data 
processing system for managing interrupts using a set of interrupt servers associated 
with presentation controllers" (claims 14-21) and "a computer program product in a 
computer readable medium for managing interrupts using a set of interrupt servers 
associated with presentation controllers" (claims 22-25), all classified in Class 710, 
subclass 260. 

Inventions I and II are related as apparatus and process for its practice. They fall 
under different categories of invention. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown 
that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially different 
apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another 
and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as 
claimed in claims 1-9 can be used in another materially different apparatus such as a 
"data processing system comprising a processor with sequential program control to 
interface an external device for receiving interrupts", classified in Class 712 subclass 
40.
